EXHIBITION SCHEDULE 


July through December, 1963 


Exhibitions scheduled for The Cleveland Museum of Art during the next several 
months include: THE AMERICAN INSTITUTE OF ARCHITECTS (Cleveland Chapter) , 
JAPANESE SCREENS FROM THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART COLLECTION, 
THE DECADE OF THE ARMORY SHOW, INDIAN MINIATURES FROM THE COL- 
LECTION OF MR. AND MRS. W. G. ARCHER, and STYLE, TRUTH AND THE 
PORTRAIT. These exhibitions will be supplemented by the continuing exhibition of 
modern art in Gallery 26. 

From November 27 to January 5, the Museum will present THE YEAR IN RE- 
VIEW, an exhibition of works of art added to the Museum collection during 1963. 

AMERICAN INSTITUTE OF ARCHITECTS (Cleveland Chapter) June 29 - July 28 

This exhibition is designed to provide a clearer understanding of architecture's 
contribution to a better way of life. Specifically it aims to show what architects as a 
group are accomplishing in Cleveland. On display will be photographs, drawings and 
models, selected by an out-of-town jury, of the choice endeavors of architectsfrom the 
Cleveland Chapter of the American Institute of Architects. These current examples 
will be compared with the best examples of historical Western Reserve architecture. 

JAPANESE SCREENS FROM THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART COLLECTION 

June 29 - July 28 

This display of Japanese screens from the Museum collection accompanies the 
AMERICAN INSTITUTE OF ARCHITECTS Exhibition. 

THE DECADE OF THE ARMORY SHOW Aug. 6 - Sept. 15 

This exhibition commemorates the 50th anniversary of the history-making Ar- 
mory Show of 1913 which was the first large-scale exhibit of modern art in the United 
States. The current Armory Show surveys, with 50 paintings and six sculptures, the 
advanced art existent in the United States from 1910 to 1920. It pictures in compre- 
hensive terms the growth of American modern art during this critical and fruitful 
decade of which the 1913 Armory Show was the outstanding event. Among the 35 
artists represented are Burchfield, Feininger, Marin, Prendergast and Weber. The 
exhibit is circulated by the Whitney Museum of American Art, New York. 
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INDIAN MINIATURES from the Collection of Mr. and Mrs. W. G. Archer 

Oct. 1 - Nov. 3 

This exhibition, loaned from a private London collection, comprises eighty 
17th, 18th and 19th century miniature paintings from India, the majority of which 
are concerned with the development of the enchanting Rajput styles of art from the 
Punjab Hills. The exhibit also brings to light some of the many new styles discovered 
recently in Indian painting. It is circulated by the Smithsonian Institution. 

STYLE, TRUTH AND THE PORTRAIT Oct. 2 -Nov. 10 

This exhibition deals mainly with the progression and significance of Western 
European portraiture from the 16th through the 19th centuries. It is perhaps the most 
important portrait exhibition since at least World War H. The work of many artists, 
from Titian to Renoir, are included. 
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
